An outraged man found an elderly 
woman with dementia wandering 
in the street after a door was acci¬ 
dentally left unlocked at her care 
home. 

Electrician Jason Langstaff, 44, 
said he spotted a confused woman, 
with a blanket wrapped round her 
shoulders, walking down Wood¬ 
land Way, off the Warren, in 
Kingswood, at about 4.15pm last 
Friday. 


She had walked out of the nearby 
Warrengate Nursing Home, in the 
Warren, which houses elderly resi¬ 
dents who have dementia and dis¬ 
eases such as Alzheimer’s, and is 
close to the busy Brighton Road. 

The care home admitted the mis¬ 
take to the Epsom Guardian and 
said it had changed its policy for 
checking how doors are closed fol¬ 
lowing the incident. 

Mr Langstaff said he tried to 
help the woman, who he said was 
not distressed, but confused and 
anxious. 

He said he did not know where 
she had come from, and stayed 
with her to make sure she was safe. 


He said: “I was walking with her, 
trying to talk to her and establish 
where she was from. She wouldn’t 
let go of my hand.” 

Mr Langstaff, who said his 94- 
year-old grandmother is in a simi¬ 
lar situation to the elderly woman, 
had been working at a house in 
Woodland Way. 

He said he stayed with the 
woman, while the son of the client 
Mr Langstaff was working for 
drove to the Warrengate Nursing 
Home to inform staff of what had 
happened. 

The electrician added: “It’s quite 
raw and close to home when you 
have someone in a similar situa¬ 


tion that relies on the care of other 
people. You really trust in people.” 

Mr Langstaff said a carer from 
the home was sent to collect the 
woman and he accompanied them 
both back to Warrengate, which he 
said was about a quarter of a mile 
from where he came across the 
woman by chance. 

At the home, he confronted Mabs 
Raj an, 66, owner of Claremont 
Care Services, which runs the 
nursing home. 

While Mr Langstaff said he was 
concerned about the woman’s 
welfare and had raised his voice

Thousands of students ner¬ 
vously collected their GCSE 
results last week against a 
backdrop of warnings from 
exam boards of “volatile” 
results. 

Many pupils in and around 
the borough were celebrating 
despite the prediction that re¬ 
sults would be affected by the 
shift from modular units to 
final end-of-year-examina- 
tions this year. 

Rosebery School, in White 
Horse Drive, Epsom, 
achieved its best ever GCSE 
results with 87 per cent of 
students gaining five A* to C 
grades, including maths and 
English. 

Headteacher Ros Allen 
said: “We are delighted we 
have managed to sustain and 
improve in a very challeng¬ 
ing year. It’s a real testament 
to the hard work of students, 


teachers and parents.” 

Megan Illingworth, 16, was 
a top achiever at the school 
with 11 A*s. She said: “I 
couldn’t even sleep because I 
was so nervous. It was so 
much work but I don’t regret 
doing it now.” 

At the independent girls 
school, Greenacre, in Sutton 
Lane, Banstead, almost 43 
per cent of all the exams 
taken were awarded an A* or 
A. Laura Hemmings achieved 
nine A*s, one A and one B, 
while Karla Boxall was 
awarded eight A*s, and two 
As. 

Public school City of Lon¬ 
don Freemen’s, in Ashtead 
Park, achieved an overall 100 
per cent pass rate, with 80 per 
cent of grades A* or As. 

At Epsom and Ewell High 
School, in Ruxley Lane, West 
Ewell, 67 per cent of students 
achieved five A* to C grades 
including maths and English. 

Alex Russell, headteacher, 
said the results were “partic¬ 
ularly pleasing given the new 
exam landscape”. 


Kanya Mazibuko, Ksenia 
Eremina, Natasha Anjoree 
and Dani-Mai Barton all 
achieved straight A* and A 
grades. 

At the independent St 
John’s School, Leatherhead, 
the overall pass rate was 97 
per cent. 

Top performers included 
Amelia Nevill who got 10 A* 
grades. She said: “My results 
opens lots of doors for me, in¬ 
cluding the possibility of ap¬ 
plying for Oxbridge in the 
future - I am absolutely 
thrilled.” 

At Banstead’s Beacon 
School, 60 per cent of stu¬ 
dents achieved five grades at 
A* to C including maths and 
English. 

Two sets of triplets, the 
Heavens and Dowds, who 
were born on the same day in 
the same hospital, stacked up 
27 A*s and As between them. 
Georgia Heaven got 12 A*s 
and As, Darcy Dowd achieved 
seven A*s and As, and Harry 
Heaven achieved five A*s and 
As.

Lisa Croke, principal, said: 
“In these times of significant 
educational change, I am es¬ 
pecially proud of my staff 
who have driven up the quali¬ 
ty of learning and achieve¬ 
ment within a great deal of 
uncertainty about how the 
examinations would be 
marked.” 

Blenheim High School, in 


Longmead Road, Epsom, 
achieved an overall pass rate 
of 99 per cent, with 62 per 
cent of students achieving 
five A*s to Cs including 
maths and English. 

Jordan Hedges, Isabela 
Drabek, Bebe Cook-Abbott 
and Stephen Barker were all 
awarded 11 A* and A grades. 

At the independent Ewell 
Castle School, principal Peter 
Harris said the school had 
significantly improved its 
results and was “returning 
to an upward trend in 
performance”. 

The overall pass rate was 
100 per cent, with 73 per cent 
of students achieving five A* 
to C grades including maths 
and English. Sasha Vesovic 
achieved nine A*s and three 
As. 

At public school Epsom Col¬ 
lege, 92 per cent of the grades 
were at A* to B and top per¬ 
formers included Jamie An¬ 
derson, who achieved 10 A*s 
and one A grade. 

In Leatherhead, 64 per cent 
of Therfield School’s 


students achieved five A* to C 
grades, including maths and 
English. Anna Cresswell was 
awarded 10 A*s and three As 
and Emma Richardson nine 
A*s and two As. 

Glyn School, in Ewell, saw 
80 per cent of its boys achieve 
five A* to Cs, including maths 
and English - down from a 
record 87 per cent last year. 

Headteacher Jon Chaloner 
said: “The changes in English 
language have worked 
against us and we have a sur¬ 
prising disparity between En¬ 
glish language and English 
literature at the highest 
grades. 

“Despite this, the boys’ 
progress measures are 
remarkable.” 

Iwan Fesnoux was awarded 
12 A*s at the school, while 
Jamie Perriman and James 
Morris got one A* distinc¬ 
tion, 10 A*s and one A each.

because he did not want the matter 
“brushed under the carpet”, Mr Rajan 
said the electrician was trespassing and 
being aggressive. 

Both parties ending up calling the 
police and officers attended, giving 
“words of advice” to the men. 

Mr Langstaff said: “It’s just so negli¬ 
gent. It’s worrying that somebody can 
wander out into any kind of danger and 
not be missed. 

“I was disturbed that she could have 
been gone all that time, possibly killed, 
and no one would have known. 

“If she had come out of the care home 
and turned left within 30ft she would 
have been under a car, she would have 
been killed.” 

Mr Rajan said he believes the resident 
left the home at about 4.15pm and a staff 
member realised she was missing at 
4.40pm, before dinner. 

He said one of the home’s code-locked 


doors had not been shut properly on Fri¬ 
day, allowing the elderly woman to wan¬ 
der off, but he did not know exactly who 
left it unlocked. 

Mr Rajan said: “This was not negli¬ 
gence. This was an unfortunate incident. 
There was something to learn. We have 
100 visitors and professionals coming in 
and out every day. Now having learned 
from it, the policy is doors must be closed 
by a member of staff, not relatives.” 

Mr Rajan said social services had been 
informed and, following the incident, 
staff had been told they must be the ones 
to shut doors from now on. 

He added the woman walking out of the 
care home was an “unusual event”. 

He added: “There was no injury, no ac¬ 
cident. She probably enjoyed the little 
walk out of the premises.” 

In July last year, the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission found the home was meeting all 
standards except care and welfare and 
records - areas met in a follow-up inspec¬ 
tion in January.

Epsom would be “welcomed with 
open arms” if it became part of 
the capital and the borough’s resi¬ 
dents should be given a say on the 
issue, according to a London As¬ 
sembly member. 

Last week, the Epsom Guardian 
revealed that planning expert Bar¬ 
ney Stringer had raised the ques¬ 
tion of whether London is too 
small, based upon the number of 
people commuting from towns just 
outside London into the city for 
work. 

He said that since many districts, 
such as Epsom and Ewell, provide 
fewer jobs for their residents than 
London does, it may be time to 
consider whether London should 
re-draw its boundaries to “em¬ 
brace these areas that already 
function as part of the city”. 

While a number of Epsom’s 
councillors did not believe the 
boundary change would be right 
for the borough, Councillor Mike 
Teasdale said he has always felt 
there is a case for Epsom to merge 
with another London borough 
such as Sutton. 

And Sutton’s representative on 
the London Assembly, Councillor 


Steve O’Connell, agrees. 

Conservative Coun O’Connell, 
London Assembly member for 
Croydon and Sutton, and a Croy¬ 
don councillor, said he believes the 
people of Epsom and Ewell should 
be consulted on whether they 
would like to be part of London. 

He said: “I’m a democrat. I think 
the people of Epsom and Ewell 
should be given a say because 


there is a very strong case for it 
being part of London and a bor¬ 
ough such as Sutton. It would be 
great for Epsom and Ewell and 
Sutton.” 

In what he termed a “tongue-in- 
cheek” appeal for the change, he 
added: “As London Assembly 
member for Sutton and Croydon I 
would welcome with open arms 
the good people of Epsom and

city. 

“They would benefit from the 
economic powerhouse that is Lon¬ 
don with an uplift in transport in¬ 
vestment.

Rejected care home 
iroposals appealed 




An appeal has been lodged 
against the refusal of planning 
permission for a controversial 
care home on a college site. 

The Goodman Group has part¬ 
nered with Nescot College and 
wants to build 150 units for elderly 
and infirm residents on its animal 
husbandry site in Reigate Road, 
Ewell. 

The group has now appealed to 
the Planning Inspectorate after 
Epsom councillors threw out its 
plans, contrary to the advice of its 
officers, in April. 

Councillors decided the “over¬ 
bearing” building was a case of 
over-development with inade¬ 
quate parking and no affordable 


units. Developer contributions 
and archaeological studies were 
also deemed insufficient. 

In June, Nescot College received 
planning permission for 91 homes 
on the rest of the 14-acre site and 
plans to sell the land to fund reno¬ 
vations to the college. 

Residents’ associations and 
neighbours have opposed both de¬ 
velopments and raised concerns 
over traffic, parking and strain on 
local facilities. 

Brian Angus, chairman of Ewell 
Village Residents’ Association, 
said: “It was inevitable that the 
green space would be developed, 
even though I think it’s an impor¬ 
tant green space because it is 
highly visible from the bypass.” 

He added: “The council have re¬ 
fused the nursing home on the 
basis that it was too big and over¬ 
powering. Inevitably a smaller 


nursing home will get agreed, as¬ 
suming the planning inspector 
does not say the council was 
wrong.” 

At a planning meeting in April, 
Councillor David Wood said: 
“There’s just too much being 
asked for on that site. The parking 
provision is inadequate there.” 

But Simon Webster, managing 
director of the Goodman Group, 
told the meeting that it was a 
“unique opportunity” to provide 
care for the elderly and work ex¬ 
perience for Nescot students. 

A Nescot College spokeswoman 
referred this newspaper’s ques¬ 
tions on the appeal to the Good¬ 
man Group, which has not yet 
responded. 

She said: “Renovation and rede¬ 
velopment work is ongoing at the 
college and is due for completion 
by September 2015.” 
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‘Locked out’ with Key

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Southern has denied that there 
have been any major problems 
with people using its new elec¬ 
tronic travel card at Epsom sta¬ 
tion, despite commuters’ claims to 
the contrary. 

The Key smartcard was intro¬ 
duced by Southern, the train com¬ 
pany that runs Epsom station, in 
March, allowing people to travel 
to stations north of Epsom, into 
London, without having to buy 
paper tickets for the first time. 

But commuters have said that 
instead of making their journeys 
more convenient, the Key has 
come with a string of problems, 
which has made the technology’s 
use at the station “very complicat¬ 
ed, almost impossible”. 

One commuter told the Epsom 
Guardian: “Southern launched 
their much-hyped Key a while 
ago. Yet when I asked about it at 
the ticket kiosk a few weeks later I 
was told it had “teething prob¬ 
lems” and wasn’t available to the 
public yet. 

“Recently, I signed up for the 
Key online, and my card arrived 
after about five days, along with 
spiel about how easy it is to buy 
your tickets online. 

“The problem is, the purchasing 
facility on the Southern website 
won’t let you ‘check-out’ unless 
you have a delivery option select¬ 
ed. But if you’ve chosen a smart- 
card-only option, which you pick

up at the station via the card read¬ 
ers, the delivery bit of the form 
just tells you there are no se¬ 
lectable delivery options.” 

Another commuter added: 
“Southern are having big prob¬ 
lems with their contactless pay¬ 
ment card. 

“I have tried to use the Key, but 
found it very complicated, almost 
impossible, to find the correct fare 
on the system and once having 
done this on numerous occasions 
the card hasn’t operated at the 
barriers causing delay and 
embarrassment.” 

But a Southern spokesman said 
more than 250 customers have 


registered for the Key at Epsom 
station since its launch and the 
“majority of our passengers have 
been able to use the Key without 
problems”. 

He added: “The only teething 
problem at the start was an 
anomaly when booking tickets to 
Dorking using the ticket ma¬ 
chines, but this was resolved and 
there are no problems in using 
the Key from Epsom as we speak. 

“With regards to the website 
query we would be happy for one 
of our key engagement man¬ 
agers to give your reader a ring 
to take them through the process 
step-by-step.”

Headteacher heckled 
over dome proposals

Anti-dome campaigners and res¬ 
idents heckled a headteacher at a 
meeting about his controversial 
plans for new sports facilities. 

More than 40 people attended 
the meeting last Wednesday 
evening, at Nonsuch High School 
for Girls, in Ewell Road, Cheam, 
concerning plans to build a 
sports dome, pavilion, running 
track and pitches. 

Audience members interrupted 
headteacher Peter Gale during a 
speech in which he acknowl¬ 
edged existing parking problems 
in roads near the school. 

Sally Williams, of pressure 
group No to Nonsuch Dome, 
shouted out: “You are building 
something that’s going to create 
a further parking problem.” Mr 
Gale said he disagreed. 

Another woman said: “I live op¬ 
posite the school and do not dis¬ 
agree. You’re just forging ahead 
and you can’t do anything about 
it.” 

The headteacher explained the

school would create 55 extra 
parking spaces as part of the 
development. 

But the woman hit back: “You 
are going to open it in the 
evenings to help pay for the de¬ 
velopment. We will suffer. 

“All that traffic, all that pollu¬ 
tion and all that noise will be our 
experience.” 

Students from the school out¬ 
lined the social, physical and 
mental health benefits of sport 
during the meeting, in an appeal 
for residents to back the plans. 

One said: “We have to look at 
this project as an investment in 


the dreams of young people.” 

But resident Frances Wright 
made a plea for the preservation 
of nature reserve Warren Farm, 
which runs alongside the site, 
and asked: “What about our 
mental health benefits?” 

The project’s architect, Keith 
Benyon-Tinker, said the dome 
would be patterned to “blend in” 
and its generator would be in a 
sound-proof enclosure. He also 
said light transmission through 
the dome would be minimal. 

After the meeting, Sutton 
Councillor Graham Whitham, 
who represents Cheam, said he 
had pushed the school to engage 
in “open discussion” with resi¬ 
dents, but they had “only been 
presented with an end result”. 

Campaigner Neill Denny said 
he was amazed Mr Gale said he 
was “not sure” how much the 
project would cost. Mr Denny 
said: “It’s quite extraordinary 
they are going to build this thing, 
but cannot really project how 
much traffic it’s going to gener¬ 
ate, or noise.”

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University recruits 


For a taste of what visitors 
can expect from Bourne 
Hall’s comprehensive exhibi¬ 
tion exploring Epsom and 
Ewell during World War I, 
the museum’s curator, Jere¬ 
my Harte, has given the 
Epsom Guardian an insight 
into some of the interesting 
items on display. 

This week, he explains the 
story behind the cardboard 
badges worn by recruits 
fresh from university and 
public schools. 

He said: “In the early 
months of World War One, 
recruiting authorities were 
overwhelmed by the rush of 
volunteers. 

“Ordinarily, men with a pri¬ 
vate education would have 
been made officers, but sev¬ 
eral were unable to obtain 
commissions, so they enlist¬ 
ed together to form the Uni¬ 
versity and Public Schools 
Brigade. 

“There were 5,000 men, 
drawn up in four battalions, 
which were allotted to the 
Royal Fusiliers. 

“The military authorities 
sent them to be billeted at 
Epsom, Ashtead and Leather- 
head, where they contributed 


an unexpected £3,500 a week 
to local landladies. 

“Because their units had 
been formed in such a hurry, 
the men did not wear uni¬ 
forms - all they had was a 
small cardboard badge with 
the letters UPS held on to 
their coats by a pin and 
ribbon. 

“These are now rare and 
the one on display is only one 
of two now known to have 
survived. 

“Within a fortnight of their 
arrival, the young men found 
themselves building a camp 
at Woodcote Park, in the 
grounds of the Royal Auto¬ 
mobile Club. 

“This was finished in 
February 1915. 

“The War Office, having 
at last issued them with 
rifles and uniforms, ar¬ 
ranged for proper mili¬ 
tary training at 
Clip stone in Notting¬ 
hamshire, to which 
they were sent in May.”

Learning provider 
quits High Down

A company has prematurely 
pulled the plug on a contract 
to provide education to in¬ 
mates at High Down prison 
as the numbers attending 
lessons has meant it is oper¬ 
ating at a loss. 

A4e provides the Offender 
Learning and Skills Service 
to High Down, in Banstead, 
as well as to its neighbour¬ 
ing prison Downview, and 10 
other London prisons. 

But this month A4e an¬ 
nounced it has ended its esti¬ 
mated £17m contract for the 
12 London prisons two years 
early because changes to the 
prison estate have meant it 
has not been making a profit 
from delivering the service. 

The company is paid for 
the amount of training it 
provides. 

An A4e spokeswoman said: 
“Over the last two years, de¬ 
livering the service in Lon¬ 
don has become extremely 
challenging due to a number 
of constraints beyond our 
control and which could not 
have been anticipated when 
the contract was let. 


“These have had a heavy 
impact on learner atten¬ 
dance, completion and 
achievements. 

“We have concluded to not 
continue to deliver the con¬ 
tract at a loss, but to give no¬ 
tice to the Skills Funding 
Agency.” 

In the past six months, a 
number of concerns have 
been raised with this news¬ 
paper by worried relatives 
and friends of prisoners in¬ 
side High Down, including 
claims inmates stay locked 
in their cells for up to 23 
hours and are not attending 
rehabilitative classes 
something the Ministry of 
Justice (MoJ) has denied. 

On A4e’s announcement, 
Rod Clark, chief executive of 
the Prisoners’ Education 
Trust, said: “The delivery of 
education for prisoners 
across the country is being 
seriously affected by over¬ 
crowding and staff short¬ 
ages, which are leaving 
people locked up for longer, 
so they can’t get to classes 
and providers struggle to 
meet their targets. 

“These pressures are hav¬ 
ing a negative impact on 
safety and rehabilitation. 

“It may be that this latest 


decision by A4e to stop 
working in London’s prisons 
is a result of these 
problems.” 

Juliet Lyon, director of the 
Prison Reform Trust, added: 
“It’s difficult to know pre¬ 
cisely why A4e finds itself 
running this contract at a 
loss, but it is clear prisoners 
are spending more and more 
time locked down in over¬ 
crowded cells in under¬ 
staffed prisons. 

“Our prisons are being re¬ 
duced to warehouses - noth¬ 
ing more.” 

A statement from the Gov¬ 
ernment’s Skills Funding 
Agency said: “A4E’s deci¬ 
sion to terminate their Lon¬ 
don contract was their 
commercial decision and we 
cannot comment. 

“There has been, and will 
be, no disruption to the edu¬ 
cation provision in London 
prisons.” 

The MoJ said discussions 
are ongoing with a new 
provider and A4e will con¬ 
tinue to run the services 
until a new contract is 
awarded.

With the revelation that more 
than 33,000 elephants are killed 
every year in Africa, a charity 
based in Leatherhead is fighting 
for their lives. 

Last week, US researchers an¬ 
nounced that an estimated 100,000 
elephants were killed for their 
tusks between 2010 and 2012. 

Rob Brandford, UK director of 
David Sheldrick Wildlife Trust 
(DSWT), based in Leatherhead, 
said the “biggest issue” right now 
for elephants is the ivory trade fu¬ 
elled by demand from China. 

Mr Brandford, from Tadworth, 
said: “If we weren’t in Kenya 
doing what we do, it is terrifying 
to think how many elephants 
would be gone.” 

DSWT runs anti-poaching 


operations, rescue missions, 
cares for baby elephants and 
does conservation work. 

Ex-St John’s School student Mr 
Brandford did corporate fundrais¬ 
ing for a charity before falling in 
love with Kenya and the Congo 
during a trip in 2004. 

He said: “I was just smitten by 
everything about these countries 
in terms of space and people and 
wildlife. I packed in everything, 
quit my job and sold my flat in 
Leatherhead.” 

He moved to the Kenyan coast 
and DSWT later asked him to set 
up the UK charity. 

Mr Brandford said: “It was 
something I could just not turn 
my back on.” 

His first office was a bedroom in 
Ashtead, then after several reloca¬ 
tions, the charity moved to Bridge 
Street, Leatherhead, where it rais¬ 
es money and awareness. 

He said: “Everything it does 


everywhere in the world outside 
Kenya comes from this office.” 

This month, the charity sent a 
helicopter to rescue a baby ele¬ 
phant who, at just a day old, lost 
his family in a stampede on a re¬ 
mote mountain. 

The calf, Ndotto, is being fed 
three times a day at its nursery 
using a milk formula and special¬ 
ist care perfected by DSWT’s 
founder Dame Daphne Sheldrick, 
80. Dame Sheldrick set up the 
charity in Kenya in 1977 after the 
death of her husband David, a 
renowned national park warden. 

Mr Brandford added: “It’s the 
skills of the keepers in acting like 
surrogate mothers, using a gentle 
touch over time to help orphans 
overcome the emotional trauma.” 

When elephants are older they 
go back into the wild, but he said:

Children from areas blighted by 
the fallout from the Chernobyl 
nuclear disaster were treated to 
medical check-ups, fun days out 
and warm winter clothes on a 
month’s trip to the area. 

For the 13th year in a row, the 
Mid-Surrey Link of the Cher¬ 
nobyl Children’s Lifeline Charity 
invited 12 vulnerable children to 
the area for a respite holiday. 

The youngsters, who live in ei¬ 
ther Belarus or Ukraine, are from 
areas contaminated by the 1986 
disaster whose effects will be felt 
there for thousands of years to 
come. 

A month’s respite away from the 
contamination is likely to provide 
up to two years of health benefits 
for the children. 

They were placed, in pairs, with 
hosts for two weeks this month, 
and were treated to a schedule of 
activities in and around Epsom. 

The group was given free eye 
tests and products from the Spec- 
savers opticians in Epsom High 
Street and taken to a dentists for a 
free check-up and treatment. 

The Epsom branch of the Riding 
for the Disabled charity gave the 
children a horse-riding lesson and 


Clarks Shoes of Epsom provided 
them with school shoes and a pair 
of trainers. 

They also enjoyed a trip to 
Chessington World of Adventures 
and Mizens Railway. 

The Mid-Surrey Link charity 
ensured the youngsters took plen¬ 
ty of second-hand clothing home 
with them too. 

Kathy Orme, spokeswoman for 
Mid-Surrey Link, said: “Earlier in 
the summer we put up lots of 
posters asking for second-hand 
clothes, and we had a great 
response. 

“All 12 children are now fully 
kitted out for the year ahead and 
have plenty of warm winter cloth¬ 
ing to see them through the cold 


winter ahead. 

“We couldn’t do all this without 
the support of local people and 
the companies who have stepped 
in to help us. Everyone has been 
so kind. 

“We are always looking for new 
hosts and supports and anyone 
who thinks they might be able to 
assist please get in touch. 

“It’s a big commitment, but a re¬ 
ally worthwhile one. It’s so re¬ 
warding to know you’ve helped to 
make a holiday of a lifetime come 
true for these children.”

Most people are aware of the 
existence of fleas so here are a 
few facts about them: 


Our wonder-dog this month is 
the 11 month old West Highland 
WhiteTerrier, Monty. 

In June, Monty was very un¬ 
lucky and was hit by a car. He was 
taken immediately to the vets 
and, understandably, was very 
distressed. 

Monty had marked bruising 
along his whole side, under his 
abdomen and also on his legs. 

He was struggling to stand and 
had injuries to his left front leg. 

The priority with Monty was to 
stabilise him, giving him pain re¬ 
lief and fluids to help with shock. 
We were then able to anaes¬ 
thetise him to assess his injuries 
and treat his wounds. 

He needed X-rays and ultra¬ 
sound scans to help determine 
what other internal injuries he 
may have. Chest X-rays showed 
Monty had blood 
in his lungs which had to be 
monitored with follow up X-rays. 
Thankfully this resolved over 
a few days. An abdominal ultra¬ 
sound showed that all his organs 
were normal and had 
not been damaged. 

Monty's main problem was his 
left front leg. The skin and mus¬ 
cle of this leg was very badly 
damaged in the accident though, 
incredibly, the only bone broken 
was a small bone in his thumb. 
Under anaesthetic we carefully 
assessed the wounds: the skin 
and muscle was very bruised and 
discoloured and we knew there 
was a possibility the damage was 
so severe that the skin in this

area may die to leave a larger 
wound. 

We removed the most badly 
damaged skin, flushed and 
cleaned the wound and repaired 
it as well as possible. This leg was 
then bandaged. It was now a 
matter of time. 

Over the next month Monty 
needed to be sedated to reassess 
and redress his leg on several oc¬ 
casions. Amazingly the damaged 
skin began to heal and did not 
die back as we had feared. With 


careful nursing 

and dressing changes his leg im¬ 
proved and we were able to re¬ 
move his dressings completely 
the next month. 

Today he is back to normal 
much to the delight of his own¬ 
ers. 

Monty used to be very 
scared when he came in to 
see us at the vets but after all his 
treatment he now feels at home 
here (although I wouldn't go as 
far as to say he loves his visits)! 


• The flea lifecycle consists 
of A stages. The egg, the 
larvae, the pupae and the 
adult. 

This means that seeing an 
adult flea on your pet is just 
the tip of the iceberg as the 
other life stages will be lurking 
in the environment. 

• Fleas feed on blood and an 
adult female flea can consume 
15 times her own body weight 
in blood every day 

• The average flea has a 
lifespan of 2-3 months, but 
they are able to live as long as 
2 years. 

• A flea can jump up to 150 


times its own height. 

Aside from being unsightly to 
look at, fleas are responsible 
for a large number of health 
problems in animals and in hu¬ 
mans. 

The most common problems 
seen are itching and hair loss, 
especially when an animal has 
an allergy to the flea saliva. 

However, they can also 
transmit tapeworm and an 
organism called Bartonella 
henselae (cat scratch 
disease). 

More recently we have seen 
several cases of flea bite 
anaemia which is a life threat¬ 


ening condition caused by the 
amount of blood lost through 
the fleas feeding. 

There are a huge number 
of flea products available on 
the market which vary greatly 
in their safety and effective¬ 
ness, and it is important 
that all animals in your house 
are treated as well as the 
environment.

Reward good prison staff 


I try to be positive, but I am find¬ 
ing it difficult as a visitor at High 
Down prison, and a wife, trying 
to keep things together. 

Last week, when I visited I was 
informed by an officer that he 
and others felt the prisoners 
were dumped inside and forgot¬ 
ten about, he also said that in¬ 
cluded the staff. I fully agree. 

He added that older, experi¬ 
enced prison officers are looking 
for other employment. 

I appreciate this happens in all 
work situations, but feel that not 
enough is being done for prison 
officers who want to be rewarded 
for a good job undertaken. 

My concern is if they are just 
bringing in staff because they 


I agree with Epsom being part of 
greater London. 

It seems ridiculous that Lon¬ 
don’s southern boundary goes as 
far out as Biggin Hill and out be¬ 
yond Coulsdon, while to the west 
of Epsom it goes out beyond 
Chessington as far as Malden 
Rushett.

have to, they are not going to get 
dedicated and caring people who 
take a pride in their work. 

Prisoners are still being locked 
up for up to 24 hours. My other 
half only last week was in his 
cell all last Friday. 

I admit not all of the prisoners 
want to work, but it strikes me 
that the ones that do want to are 
stopped by not having prison of¬ 
ficers to cover workshops when 
they are either ill or on holiday. 

That is not good for either the 
prison officers or the prisoners, 
as frustration kicks in and who 
can blame them? 

On most occasions, post is not 
being dealt with as it should. I 
still wait sometimes up to 10 days 


Tolworth (Zone 5). 

My preference would be for 
Epsom to become part of the 
royal borough of Kingston. 

The Surbiton and Kingston 
areas are highly regarded and 
seen as some of the best places to 
live in London. Epsom would fit 
in well with this. 

It would make sense, being al¬ 
most surrounded by London bor¬ 
oughs, but not part of the 
cohesive process of decision¬ 
making or transport policy. 

I do get a little cross when, as I 
have seen in the press, certain 
members of the Residents’ Asso¬ 
ciation say people of Epsom 
would not be interested. It is a 
very sweeping statement, yet no 
one has asked me and I have 
never seen anyone canvassing. 

It is not just to be included in 
London and its transport bene¬ 
fits that appeal to me. Surrey

When I first started to go to the 
prison, the only people who 
made me feel human were the 
volunteers in the visitors centre. 

Without a couple of the women 
in there taking the time to listen 
to me and mop my tears and ex¬ 
plain everything, I do not know 
how I would have coped. 

I worry about how prisoners 
are ever going to come out of 
their situation with any hope of 
settling back into society. They 
do not stand a chance and nei¬ 
ther do their families and part¬ 
ners, whoever they are and 
whatever they have done. 


County Council has cut back on 
public transport, its traffic man¬ 
agement and state of the road 
surfaces are awful. 

Some areas now are isolated if 
you cannot drive a car. 

Epsom is to be incorporated 
into Crossrail 2, a London pro¬ 
ject. That alone would make so 
much more sense if Epsom 
should be a part of London to get 
the full benefits from that. 

Overall, we would get cheaper 
trains as we would be able to use 
Oyster cards and benefit from 
the daily price-capping. Some 
bus routes into Epsom are Trans¬ 
port for London operated, for 
which you need an Oyster card, 
yet, when you get to the railway 
station you cannot use it. 

It would be daft not to be part of 
London.

Too much clutter 
could stop a sale 

Household junk is a big turn-off for buyers 


Three quarters of UK homeowners 
could be making it more difficult to 
sell their properties because of 
clutter, a study by 
MusicMagpie.co.uk has found. 

Researchers that carried out a 
poll of 2,000 homeowners found 
the typical cluttered property is 
crammed full of 186 items 
amounting to a staggering £7.3 
billion worth of unwanted items 
gathering dust in sheds, garages, 
lofts and cupboards. 

Just under half of those surveyed 
said that their cutter has resulted in 
there not being enough space 
around their home for things that 
they actually need, with some 
holding onto items for up to 18 
years. 

While many use shelves, closets, 
suitcases and drawers to hide 
unsightly items, nearly a third use 
their spare room to hide belongings 
while one in six people stack clutter 
in the corners of rooms. 

Among the most common items 
are discarded mobile phones, old 
remote controls and VHS tapes. 

Keys to unknown locks, old 
birthday cards and outdated games 
consoles are also likely to be lying 
around. 

One in four Brits admitted to 
being overwhelmed by the amount 
of clutter in their homes and said 
that clearing it felt like a 'never- 
ending task'. 

Liam Howley, online marketing 


manager at MusicMagpie.co.uk 
which commissioned the study, 
said: "We all know the old adage 
of a clear space equals a clear 
mind, yet despite increasingly 
small living spaces many of us 
have homes filled with old items. 

"Reducing the amount we have 
clogging up our living areas can be 
a great stress buster. What's more, 
not only is it surprisingly easy to 
de-clutter, it could also earn you a 
bit of extra cash too." 

Emotional attachment is a large 
cause of clutter, the poll revealed - 
as half of all adults can't bear to 
chuck out old birthday cards, baby's 
toys or diaries with significant dates 
in them. 

A massive 65 per cent have 
attempted to hide junk in a panic 
before having visitors, whilst over 
four in ten have had others 
comment on their hoarding habits. 

There are empty plug-in air 
fresheners, a hi-fi system, games 
console controllers and unworn 
shoes bundled together amongst 
most people's clutter, the research 
showed. 

Battery chargers, old car stereos 
and a collection of unused tea-light 
candles were other common items 
littering the house. It's apparently 
'out of sight, out of mind' that 
applies to most adults who take to 
stuffing things into drawers, 
cupboards and spare rooms an 
average of 36 times a year.

• The right lighting is crucial. 
Invest in LED lights with a 
dimmer, which can be changed 
to suit the mood.
